ORGANISATIONAL SET-UP 

2: Council 

2.1 Composition 

In accordance with the powers conferred on the 
Central Government under clause (b) of sub-section 
(2) of section 9 of the Company Secretaries Act, 
1980, Shri B. P. R. Vithal has been nominated as 
a Council Member with effect from 1-1-87 to 31-12-88 
vice Dr. D. N. Saxena whose term expired on 31st 
December, 1986. The Government has also nomina¬ 
ted Shri S. K. Tuteja as a Council Member in place 
of Shri P. G. Mankad with effect from 1-1-1987 to 
31-12-1988. There has been no other change in the 
composition of the Council and all other elected and 
nominated members continue to hold office upto the 
date of this Report. The Council places on record its 
appreciation of the valuable services rendered by 
Dr. D. N. Saxena and Shri P. G. Mankad as mem¬ 
bers of the Council. 

2.2 Meetings 

The Council held seven meetings during the vear 
1986-87. 

3. President & Vice-President 

At the 37th meeting of the Council held on 1st 
January, 1987, Shri R, V. Nagarajan relinquished the 
office of President and Shri R. Ramachandran was 
unanimously elected as President for the year 1987 
from that date. At the same meeting, Shri B. S. 
Doraiswamy was also unanimously elected as Vice- 
President for one year from 1-1-1987. The Council 
placed on record its appreciation of the valuable 
contribution made by Shri R. V. Naearajan as Presi¬ 
dent of the Institute for the year 1986. 

4 Committees 

In accordance with the provisions contained in 
section 17 of the Act, the Council constituted three 
standing and five other Committees during the year, 
R7/1021GJ—5 


The composition of the various Committees is given 
in Appendix ‘A’ to the Report. 

5. Regional Councils & Chapters 

5.1 Regional Councils 

Each of the four Regional Councils duly constituted 
with effect from 1st January, 1986, for a period of 
three years, carried on its activities of professional 
development during the year, The gist of activities 
and financial positions, prepared from the annual re¬ 
ports of the four Regional Councils for the year 
1986-87 is given in Appendix ‘B’ to the Report. 

5.2 Chapters - 

T!ie 32 Chapters constituted in accordance with 
regulation 143 of the Company Secretaries Regula¬ 
tions, 1982, under the jurisdiction of the four Regional 
Counci's, continued local activities during the year 
for the education of students and professional deve¬ 
lopment of members. 

5.3 Meetings with the Office Bearers of Regional 

Councils and Chapters 

Continuing the process of having regular interaction 
with the Regional Councils and Chapters, meetings 
of office bearers of the Council with the office bearers 
of Regional Councils and Chapters, were held during 
the year under report in each region as well as at 
the time of the 15th National Convention of the 
Institute held at New Delhi in the last week of 
March, 1987. For the first time, a separate meeting 
of the President, Vice-President and the Secretariat 
with the Chairmen of four Regional Councils was 
held in January 1987 to improve the tempo of acti¬ 
vities in each region. 

5.4 Presentation of Best Chapter Awards 

At the inaugural session of the 15th National Con¬ 
vention held at Hotel Ashok, New De'hi on 26th 
March, 1987, Hon’blc Shri j. Vengala Rao, Union 
Minister for Industry, gave away the Best. Chapter 
Awards for the year 1985-86 as under :

6. Amendments to the Company Secretaries Regula¬ 
tions, 1982 

The Company Secretaries (Amendment) Regula¬ 
tions, 1987. were published in the Gazette of India 
(Extraordinary) on 23 February, 1987, bringing into 
force certain amendments to regulations 48 & 50 
relaxing the requirements of practical 1 training for 
students registered before 30 December, 1985. 

MEMBERSHIP FOR EMPLOYMENT AND OR 
PRACTICE 

7. Membership 

During the year, 375 persons were admitted as 
Associate Members and 103 Associates as Fellow 
Members. As on 31 March, 1987, the Institute had 
on its Register of Members 5940 persons comprising 
4648 Associates and 1292 FeFows. The names of 82 
members, comprising .15 Fellows and 67 Associates, 
were removed front the Register due to non-payment 
of annual fees, death or resignation. The Council re¬ 
grets to report the death of 14 tpembers during the 
year. 117 members were residing abroad as on 31 
March. 1987. A Table on the growth of members 
during the last five years is given as Appendix ‘C’ to 
the Report. 

8. Certificate of Practice 

Certificates of Practice were issued to 185 members 
and 879 members were holding certificates of practice 
at the end of the year. The certificates of 55 members 
were cancelled due to non-payment of annual certi¬ 
ficate of practice fee, death, surrender of certificate 
and ineligibility for renewal of certificate. A Table 
on the growth of members holding certificate of 
practice Ts given as Appendix ‘D’ to, the Report. 

9. List of Members 

In pursuance of section 19(3) of the Company 
Secretaries Act, 1980, read with regulation 161, a 
supplementary list of members as on 1st April, 1986, 
was published for supply to members on request. 

PROFESSIONAL DEVELOPMENT AND CONTI¬ 
NUING EDUCATION 

■ 10. Programmes 

During the year under review, the Institute organis¬ 
ed four programmes for Chief Top Executives includ¬ 
ing Nominee! Part-time Directors, Chairmen and 
Managing Directors, Company Secretaries and 
Financial Controllers of Government Companies in 
the States of Madhya Pradesh, Andhra Pradesh and 
Karnataka. In addition, the Institute organised a 
programme on '‘Emerging Role of Directors in 
Government Companies'’ in collaboration with the 
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Bureau of Public Enterprises in June 1986. Program¬ 
mes were also organised in collaboration with the 
Institute of Chartered Accountants of India, the 
Institute of Cost & Works Accountants of . India, 
Management Development Institute and Director- 
Genera' of Investigation and Registration, Depart¬ 
ment of Company Affairs. 

10.1 Computer Appreciation Programmes 

As the number of small investors has increased to 
several thousands even in medium sized companies, 
computerisation of various operations in secretarial 
and other departments is taking place in all reputed 
public limited companies. The Council has therefore 
taken steps to advise all Regional Councils and 
Chapters to organise at regular intervals computer 
appreciation courses for the benefit of members as 
wefi as students. The Regional Councils and a few 
major Chapters have already organised! started or¬ 
ganising computer appreciation courses during the 
year. 

11. Publications 

11.1 ‘Chartered Secretary’ 

The journal being published for the 16th year, 
continues to maintain its popularity as an effective 
medium of communication with members and com¬ 
pany executives and in undating their professional 
knowledge. Prize awards for best articles in legal, 
accountancy and management disciplines published 
in the XV volume of ‘Chartered Secretary’ were 
distributed by the hands of the Minister for Industry, 
Shri J, Vengala Rao at the 15th National Convention 
held on 26th March, 1987, at Delhi. 

11.2 The Institute brought out during the year 
pub'ications on "Foreign Collaborations—-Policy and 
Procedure”, “Guide to Small Scale Industries”. “Guide 
to Comnanv Secretary in Practice” and “Guidance 
Notes for Company Secretary in Practice.” 

12. Research Schemes 

The Institute continued to receive proposals for 
undertaking research on subject of specific interest to 
the profession and the corporate sector. During the 
year, pilot papers on the following three topics were 
approved and manuscripts of final study were received 
for consideration on topics (ii) and (iii) below : 

(i) Industrial Sickness in Small Sca'e Sector. 

(ii) Non-resident Indian Investment--Policy 
and Procedures. 

(iii) Private Limited Companies—Dos & Don’ts. 

13. Evolving of Guidelines for Standard Secretarial 

Practice 

In pursuance of one of the recommendations of the 
High Powered Committee on Stock Exchange Reforms 
that the Institute should take necessary steps for 
toning-uo the efficiency of the secretarial|share depart¬ 
ments of companies, the Institute has assigned the 
work relating to evolving of guidelines for the purpose 
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to Shri B, S. Doraiswamy, Vice-President of the 
Institute. He has since submitter! a Report which is 
under finalisation. 

14. Promotion of Employment Opportunities 

14.1 In pursuance of the recommendations of the 
Committee on Employment, constituted by the Coun¬ 
cil in 1983-84, steps have been taken to publicise the 
role of the profession among several agencies requir¬ 
ing the services of company secretaries in various 
capacities. The request to the Chairmen of Regional 
Councils ancl Chapters to give effect to the important 
recommendations of the Committee, has been 
reiterated. 

14.2 Representations, made earlier to the Depart¬ 
ment of Company Affairs and Department of Banking, 
requesting them to stress on the nationalised banks 
and financial institutions the importance of appointing 
Company Secretaries to man their board secretariat 
and also to take up in full time employment as Exe¬ 
cutives in the Merchant Banking Divisions of Banks 
and Financial Institutions, have been followed up 
continuously. Similarly, representations made to the 
Life Insurance Corporation, General Insurance 
Corporation and other Insurance Companies to re¬ 
cognise company secretaries for recruitment as Ad¬ 
ministrative and Assistant Administarave officers and 
for promotion in those cadres, have also been followed 

up- 

14.3 Some of the important dailies arc being 
scanned regularly and after analysis, letters are ad¬ 
dressed to advertisers, wherever necessary, highlighting 
the role which a company secretary can play in regard 
to various posts requiring qualifications based on law, 
finance and management. At the suggestion of the 
Institute, a few of the advertisers have included the 
membership of the Institute as an alternate qualifica¬ 
tion for posts in allied fields of finance, law and 
management. 

15. Recognition to the Profession 

15.1 Practising Company Secretaries 

The Institute continued its efforts to braad-br.se the 
areas of practice for company secretaries. A represen¬ 
tation was made to the Controller of Capital Issues, 
Ministry of Finance, to recognise practising company 
secretaries for certification of prospectus and the 
compliance of lising requirements by the companies 
concerned. Further, representations made to financial 
institutions|corporations, various government autho¬ 
rities like Company Law Board, Central Board of 
Direct Taxes and Banks for according recognition to 
practising company secretaries, have been followed up 
coninuously. During the year more recognitions were 
received under the Import-Export Policy and from 
State Financial Investment Corporations. 

15.2 List of Recognitions Secured 

The details of recognitions secured for a company 
secretary in practice as well as in employment appear 
in Appendix ‘E’ to the Report. 


15.3 Recognition by Universities 

During the year 1986-87, the Department of 
Commerce and Management, Bangalore University, 
Bangalore, has recognised the membership of the 
Institute tor registration of P'h.D. in the faculty of 
Commerce of the University. 

16. Fifteenth National Convention 

'1 he institute organised the Filleenth National 
Convention of Company Secretaries on tile theme 
“Corporate Financial Management” at Hotel Ashok, 
New Delhi, from 26 to 28 March, 1987. ihe Con¬ 
vention attended by nearly 600 delegates was inaugu¬ 
rated by Shri J. Vcngala Rao, Minister for Industry, 
and addressed among others, by Shri V. k. Dai, 
Chairman, Company Law Board & Secretary, Depart¬ 
ment of Company Affairs and Public Enterprises and 
Shri K. N, Modi, Industrialist. The four technical 
sessions were chaired by Sarvashri S. S. Nadkarni, 
Chairman & Managing Director, Industrial Develop¬ 
ment Bank of India; IT S. Gopalakri.ihnan, Chairman 
& Managing Director, Oriental Bank of Commerce; 
C. K. Tikku, Chairman, Central Board of Direct Taxes 
and Dr. C. Rangarajan, Deputy Governor, Reserve 
Bank of India. A Luncheon Session on “Professionali- 
sation of Corporate Management” was addressed by 
Dr. N. K. Sengupta, senior civil servant. 

REGISTRATION OF STUDENTS AND STUDENTS 
SERVICES 

17. Registration of Students 

During the year under report, 7952 students were 
registered by the Institute. The number of students 
whose registration was current at Ihe end of the year 
was 51,020 including those whose registration was 
extended under regulation 21(3). A statement on the 
growth of registered students, candidates who have 
completed the Intermediate and Final examinations 
and the number of companies recognised for practical 
training is given in Appendix T’ to the Report. 

18. Syllabus and Coaching 

J8.1 Study Material for New Syllabus 

For the new syllabus which came into force with 
effect from I February, 1986, the study material for 
Preliminary and Intermediate courses and the sug¬ 
gested answers for the test papers relating to the two 
courses were brought out within the time schedule 
and supplied to ihe students. Out of 9 papers of the 
Final course under the new syllabus, study material 
for seven papers was completed during the year and 
work was in progress in respect of the other two 
papers. 

18.2 Updating of Study Material for Old Syllabus 

The educational kit for the old syllabus loo has 
been under constant review. The amendments under 
the various statutes as well as relevant case laws have 
been incorporated and the study material relating (o 
corporate laws has been further revised during the 
year. The guideline n ns wen- for the June and Decem¬ 
ber 1986 examination under the old syllabus were 
also brought out within a time frame, for the benefit 
of students. 
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18.3 Posta. Tuition for Students 

All the students registered during the year were 
enrolled for postal tuition. A total number of 11,372 
coaching completion certificates were issued during 
the year under report. Existing oral coaching centres 
numbering 18 continued to operate under the 
respective Regional Councils and Chapters. 

18.4 Strengthening of Educational and Training 

Facilities 

With a view to strengthen the existing training and 
educational facilities and to have effective liaison 
with the Universities, three Sub-committees of the 
Ttaining and Educational Facilities Committee have 
been constituted with three members in each Sub¬ 
committee as under: 

(i) Training Sub-committee. 

(if) Educational Facilities Sub-committee. 

(iii) University Liaison Sub-committee. 

18.5 University Liaison 

The University Liaison Sub-committee would create 
a general awareness of the company secretaryship

The suggestions made 
to the universities include introduction of B.A, in 
corporate secretaryship course at degree level or 
alternatively an optional group comprising three 
papers in Secretarial Practice at the existing B. Com 
level, organisation of career exhibitions and talks for 
final year graduates, introduction of prize awards 
for meritorious students and recognition of member¬ 
ship of the Institute for doing Ph.D. and for appoint¬ 
ment as lecturers in certain post-graduate cou'scs. 

18.6 ‘Student Company Secretary’ 

Timely publication and despatch of 'Student Com¬ 
pany Secretary’, a monthly Bulletin for students 
introduced in January 1984, has been maintained. 
With a view to further improve the academic guidance, 
utility and contents of the Bulletin, at the request of 
the Institute, Prof. M, C. Shu IT., a Lecturer of fifty 
years standing and the first Director of Studies of the 
Institute has started contribuing to the bulletin from 
February 1987. The Bulletin, as a compendium on 
statutory changes as well as case laws, aims to pro¬ 
vide the latest available information on the subject 
for assisting the students to continuously update their 
study material and knowledge on the subject. 

18.7 Lectures on Audio|Video Tapes 

After re-examining the matter and reviewing the 
experimental video tape produced last year, it has 
now been decided to prepare some audio tapes with 
the help of professionals in the first instance for 
supplementing the educational kit. 
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19. Post Membership Examination 

The Committee appointed to frame a syllabus for 
post membership examination under the chairmanship 
of Shri K. S. Bhatnagar, formerly Secretary, Depart¬ 
ment of Company Atfairs and to linalisc the course 
contents 01 the four specialised streams identified by 
it., has been reconstituted during the year. Its report 
is likely to be received before the end of the year. 

20. Examinations 

During the year the Institute had held two exami¬ 
nations, in June and December 1986, in 37 centres 
spread throughout tfic counlry and one centre abroad 
in Dubai. In June 1986 secssion, 903 and 246 candi¬ 
dates and in December 1956 session. 778 and 264 
candidates completed the Inleimediatc and Tina! 
examinations respectively. Consequent upon the intro¬ 
duction of the new syllabus, the Preliminary exami¬ 
nation under the new syllabus and Intermediate 
examinations under the old and new syllabi for the 
first time were held from June 1986 and December 

1986 sessions respectively. The Final examination 
under new syllabus wifi also be conducted from June 

1987 session, The statistics relating to the number 
of candidates appeared and declared successful in the 
Institute, June and December 1986 examinations arc 
given in Appendix G’ to the Report. 

21. All India Prize Awards 

21.1 Sarvashri Ashwajit Singh from Northern Region 
and R. Sriram from Southern Region won the 
President’s Gold Medals in Final examinations in 
June and December 1986 examinations respectively. 
Sarvashri Shrikant S. Mate and Ramesh Rcngachari 
from Western Region were the winners of the Presi¬ 
dent’s Silver Medals in Intermediate examinations in 
June and December 1986 examinations respectively. 

. 21.2 The All India Prize Awards, instiuted by the " 
Institute, for recognising outstanding performance in 
the Company Secretaries examinations, were dis¬ 
tributed for December 1985 and June 1986 sessions 
to the respective studeuts on 26th March, 1987, at 
New Delhi at the inaugural function of the 15th 
National Convention of Company Secretaries, by the 
hands of Hon’blc Minister for Industry, Shri J. 
Veugala Rao. 

21.3 Prize Awards for University Examinations 

With a view to popularise the company secretary¬ 
ship course among fresh commerce graduates and 
attract bright students from all universities, the 
Institute introduced a prize award scheme for the 
University examinations. Nine universities have so far 
agreed in principle to introduce the said prize award 
scheme, viz,, Universities of Bangalore, 'Guwahat/, 
Gujarat, Kashmir, Madras, Manipur, Mysore, North- 
Eastern Hill and Osmania. 

22 . Scholarships and Financial Assistance to students 

Pursuant to the existing merit scholarship scheme, 
scholarships were awarded to 10 and 11 candidates, 
as found eligible for June 1986 and December 1986 
examinations respectively. According to the merit- 
cum-financial assistance scheme, financial assistance 
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was awarded to 9 and 10 candidates, as found eligible 
in December 1985 and June 1986 examinations 
respectively. 

23. Progressive use of Hindi in tire examinations 

Keeping in line with the Government’s advice to 
gradually introduce Hindi in the professional exami¬ 
nations, the Council, besides adowing use of Hindi 
in Preliminary examination, as a progressive step, 
has decided to allow Hindi as an optional medium of 
writing in both groups of the Intermediate examina¬ 
tion under old as well as new syllabi from December 
1986 session.

26. Practical Training 

26.1 Recognition of more companies 

During the year, 66 more companies were added 
to the panel of conipame-, imparting pracMcal training 
to the candidates sponsored by the Institute. Ihe 
tutal number of such companies at the do e of the 
year was 580. 326 candidates who bad passed the 

Final examination, were sponsored ior praclic d 
training in such recognised companies. 

26.2 Training by Specialised Agencies 

Apart from 18 Registrars nl Companies, 14 financ al 
and banking institutions and 12 stock exchanges have 
also agreed to impart 15 days’ training 1o candidates 
sponsored by the Institute. 


4he overseas examination centre, opened in Dubai, 
on an experimental basis from December 1985 session, 
continued for the Institute's examinations held in 
June and December 198o sessions. 

25. Management,Apprenticeship Training 

According to regulation 48, every candidate passing 
the Final examination shall be required either to 
possess the prac'ical experience or undergo manage¬ 
ment training or apprenticeship under the practising 
company secretary, for the period specified in the 
regulations. In order to improve and strengthen the 
training facilities and inputs, training guidelines have 
been formulated in detail and published for circula¬ 
tion to trainees as well as training companies. The 
guidelines' contain provisions for effective monitoring 
of the training arrangements, maintenance of a diary 
by the trainee, submission of a project report in each 

a uarter and illustrative areas of training in each 
epartment of the training company as well as in 
specialised agencies like Registrars of Companies, 
Stock Exchanges and Financial Institutions. The 
Council has already embarked upon a scheme to 
obtain consent from a large number of reputed public 
limited companies front all parts of the country for 
imparting management training to a large number of 
students including those who have completed the 
intermediate examination. 

25.1 Management Training 


26.3 Modular Training Programmes 

The first modular training program: :e for the 
students was conducted at New Delhi from 7th July 
to 23rd July, 1986. Besides the core areas of filling 
and filing of forms, board meetings, public issues aud 
loan documentations, participants "were exposed to a 
few studies on the subject of general management, 
e.g., communication and inter-personnel relations and 
case studies on inter-personnel relations, industrial 
environment and production planning, etc. T earning 
through vkleo]audio was introduced for the first time 
in the training programme at Delhi. 


On the basis of feed back received, the course 
material for the four modules was reviscdlenlargcd.

27. Accounts, Reserves and Surplus 

Pursuant to sub-section (53 of section 18 of the 
Act, the audited accounts for the year ended 31st 
Maicb, 1987, have been published herewith. 


During the year, 62 more companies were em¬ 
panelled to impart management training, With this, 
120 companies have so far agreed to impart one vear 
management training to the candidates sponsored bv 
the Institute. Most of the companies have also agreed 
to pay stipend during (he training period. 

25,2 Apprenticeship Training 

During the year, 12 more practising company 
secretaries agreed to impart apprenticeship training 
to the candidates sponsored by the Institute in pur¬ 
suance of regulation 48 of the Company Secretaries 
Regulations, 1982. The to'al number of practising 
company secretaries who have agreed to impart 
apprenticeship training at the close of the year 
was 26. 


27.1 Income & Expenditure Account 

The Income & Expenditure account for the year 
1986-87 shows a surplus of Rs. 40,965 as compared 
to the previous year’s surplus of Rs, 6,36,837. The 
reduction in surplus is mainly due to the increase in 
cost of services rendered on the cue hand and 
decrease in the students registration on the other 
with the introduction of new syllabus effective from 
1st February, 1986. The implementation of .the 
revised pay-scales for the employees of the Institute 
on the basis of the recommendations of the Fourth 
Pay Commission as accepted by the Counci 1 has also 
added to the establishment cost in this year. Suitable 
steps have been taken to monitor the capital and 
revenue expenditure, increase the registration of stu¬ 
dents and revise the fees appropriately in order to 
avoid any deficit in the next year. 
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27.2 Capitalisation of Fees 

As per past practice, the entrance fees received 
from Associate and Fellow members which 
amounted to Rs, 1,33,100 during th e year, have been 
capitalised. The capital reserve as at the close of the 
year stood at Rs. 16,95,525. 

27.3 Reserves and Surplus 

A sum of Rs. 3,83,994 on account of interest 
accrued on fixed deposits earmarked for Building 
Fund has been appropriated directly to the Building 
Reserve Account. The capital payments to the tune 
of Rs. 2,17,929 made during the year under report 
in connection with the acquisition of otficc premises 
for the Southern India Regional Council at Madras 
and for Baroda anj Dombivh Chapters, have been 
transferred to General Reserve Account. The total 
General Reserve stood at Rs. 1,11,12,417 as on 31st 
March, 1987. 

27.4 Sumary of Financial State of Affairs 

A summary of the financial state of affairs is given 
in Appendix ‘H’ to the Report. 

28. Additions to the Land and Buildings 

28.1 Office premises for Dombivli Chapter 

A flat for the office of Dombivli Chapter measuring 
560 sq. ft. was purchased during the year at 
Cbidanand Apartments, Tilak Road, Near Post Office, 
Dombivli (East), for the functioning of the Chapter 
from the said premises. 

28.2 Office premises for Bangalore Chapter 

Arrangements have also been finalised to acquire 
an apartment for the office of Bangalore Chapter 
measuring about 1600 sq. ft. at ‘Sheriff Chambers', 
14, Cunningham Road, Bangalore. The building is 
under construction and the possession thereof is likely 
to be taken in the later half of 1987. 

29. Auditors 

Pursuant to sub-section (4) of section 18 of the 
Act, the Council reappointed Mis. D. K. Sengupta 
& Co., Chartered Accountants, New Delhi, as Auditors 
to audit the accounts for the year ended 3 1st March, 
1987. The report of the Auditors is published here¬ 
with, along with the statements of accounts.

The Council places on record its gratitude to the 
Ministers and Officers of the Central Government, 
particularly the Department of the Company Affairs, 
for their continued guidance and support to the pro¬ 
fession and the activities of the Institute during the 
year.
